Ottawa, July .S.— The Tiijipcr iiiintK- 
try is no more, ami to-iiiglit a dich.sbii- 
ger 18 on his way to summon Wilfrid 
Lnurier to the Capital. When he arrives 
lie will lie ciitriistcd with the task of 
foi iiiiiii; tlie Hecoinl Liljeral cabinet since 
CiJiii'eileration. Tliuro was no meetint,' 
of the couiuil this inorniiii,', for tlio 
simple renson tliat .Sir Gluirlus wiiH at 
Government HoitBu conferring witli IIIh 
Excellency. Tlie Premier le-fL ,'iideau 
Hail shortly after one o'cloclt, and after 
Ituicliing at his aon'a houee came up to 
his office in the State department. 
Notices for a cabinet meeting for 3 
o'clock were immediately sent out. At 
tlie hour appointed jjie ministers met in 
tlio council churabef for the last time. 

The resii^nation of the cabinet waa 
lirHt tentlercil to tho Governor-General 
yestertlay, hut aetioti tijioii it was not 
taken by Ilis ICxcolleiicy until to-day, 
owitif,' tu curtain iKiiiil.M which had arisen 
botweiMi till" iniiiislerH and the Governor 
reiiuiriiiu adjiiHtinent. To-day'a meet- 
ing of inini'iters was not prolonged. Tlie 
coiiiiiiuiiicatinn.s which the Promiei' had 
to make evidently did not reiiuire ex- 
tended discnasioii. iiy -1 o'clock the 
niiiiiatera had disperaed, Sir Cliarlea 
Tupper returning to the State depart- 
ment. He remained there until 0:15 
ami then proceeded to Government 
Houao for the purpose of pressing the 
resignations of himself and his col- 
leagues. By 7 o'clock it waa known 
officially that the resignationa had been 
accepted, and that Lord Aberdeen had 
sent for Laurier. Tlie Liberal leader 
will likely arrive here :vt noon to-mor- 
row, and as his slate is practically coin- 
[iletcd tlie per.'-onnel of the new ministry 
will be known in a day or two. 

Sir Charles Tujiper to-nij^'lit coiiliniied 
to me the news of the acceptance of his 
resignation, but on the matter of ap- 
poiiitmeiits he said he had not Lord 
Aberdeen's permiaaion to aay anything, 
conseinu'iitly his lipa were aealed. What 
action II ia Excellency propoaea to take, 
therefore, regarding the appointnieiila 
reconimended by his late adviBere is not 
definitely known to-night. There is. 
however, a well defined rumor that a 
compromise was reached, the minor 
oflices being approved by Lord Aberdeen, 
but the senatorsliips and judgeships be- 
ing left for Laurier to fill. As a conse- 
quence Messrs. .\ngera and Desjarilins 
lose their seats in the upper house which 
they resigned to run fur the Commons, 
and including the lute Mr. Kead'a se.it 
and one for Nova Scotia there will be 
four places in the red chamber falling 
immediately to Liljerals. 

T"he iiueslion wliicli has been at issue 
between tlie Governor-General aud his 
late advisers since Monday is an inter- 
esting one. All constitutional authori- 
ties point to the right of a retiring gov- 
ernment to fill vacancies, and indeed 
this was conceded in the matter of the 
iVIackenzie government, only one ap 
pointment liy that government beinj; in 
lerfered witli, that of iSlr. Buckingham, 
and in his case it was simply a proiioseii 
transfer to another oflice.

CiiiCAOo, July 8. — The battle of the 
giants was waged along tho line to-day 
at tlie Democratic convention, with the 
silver men in control in the committee 
rooms and in the convention. Xo quar- 
ter was shown. The committee on 
reaolntions, where they had a majority 
of twenty, crushed the opposition, and 
with few modifications adopted the plat- 
form adopted by the sub-committee last 
night, which was in j)art as follows: 

" We, the Democrats of the United 
States in national convention assembled, 
do reatiirm our allegiance to those great 
essential principles of justice aud lib- 
erty upon which our inetitutions are 
founded, and which the Democratic 
party has maintained from Jefferson's 
time to our own : Freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, freedom of consci- 
ence, tlip preservation of ijersonal rights, 
the equality of all citizens before the law, 
and the f ..chfiil observance of constitu- 
tional limitations. 

" Recognizing that the money question 
is iiaramount to all others at "this time, 
we invite attention to the fact that the 
Federal constitution iiaineH silver and 
gold together as the money metals of the 
L'nited States, and that the first coinage 
law passed by Congress under the con- 
atitution made the silver dollar the unit 
of value and admitted gold to free coin- 
age at a ratio measured by the silver dol- 
lar unit. 

" We declare that tKe act of 1873 de- 
monetising silver without the knowledge 
or apj)roval of the American people baa 
resulted in the appreciation of .gold and 
a corresponding fall in the prices of coiu- 
niodities produced by the jieople, a 
heavy increase in the burden of ta.xation 
and of all debts, public and private, the 
enriclunent of tlie money-lending class 
at home and abroad, iiaralysis of indus- 
try and impoverishment of the people. 

"We are unalterably opposed to 
the single gold standard, which 
has locked fast the prosperity of 
an industrious people in the jiaralysis of 
hard times. Gold mono-metallisin is 
a British policy founded upon British 
greed for gain and power, and its general 
adojition nas brought other nations into 
financial servitude to London. It is not 
only un-American, but anti- American, 
and it can be fastened upon the TJnitecl 
States only by the stifling of that in- 
domitable spirit and love of liberty 
which proc.laitnedour political independ- 
ence in 177ti aud won it in the war of 
tho revolution. 

" We demand the immediate reatora- 
tion of the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at the present legal 
ratio of Ki to 1, without waiting for the 
aid or consent of any other nation. We 
demand tliat tho standard silver dollar 
shall be a full legal tender, equally with 
gold, for all debts, public and private, 
and we favor such action as will pre- 
vent the demonetization of any kind of 
legal tender money by private contract."

The enormity of the disaster in the 
form of the tidal wave that overwhelmed 

Xorthern .Fapan during mid-June can 
hardly be realizeii accurately even in 
these days of terrible cahimities, fur the 
history of the century allbrds no iiarallel 
in the widespread extent of the catas- 
trophe or in the' number of the dead 
claimed by it. On the 22nd of June, 
when the steamship Braemer sailed from 
"I'dkohama for this jiort. tho ollicial re- 
turns placed the deaths at 71.000, with 
more than a score of town and villages 
yet to be heanl from ; the financial loss 
was practically incalculable, and the 
danger to the country from the famine 
wliieb promises to follow in the wake of 
the flood, and the pestilence to be looked 
for from the presence of the hnndreda of 
unburied bodies in the desolated pre- 
fectures, is almost, if not quite, as alarm- 
ing as that from which the unhappy 
country lias jtist emerged. 

On the iiioriiing of the Eraeiiiur's de- 
parture from Yokohama the Shogyo 
Shiubun, the leading native pa|)er of tlie 
coinniercial metropolis of .lapau, made 
the ofiicial iiiinouncement that in Iwate 
jirefecturo alone L'2,180 peraons had per- 
ished ; 12,214 made up the list of in- 
jured, and 5,080 houses and public build- 
ings bad been destroyed. The towns of 
Otsuchi, Kamaishi and Kesen each 
mourned upwards of four thousand dead, 
while Kunohei district and the seaboard 
villages of IJsamai and Komoto had lost 
each more than a thousand residents. 
In Miyagi prefecture 3,103 men and 
women had perished, 550 jiersons were 
badly injiircti and i)73 houses were de- 
stroyed, while in Aoiiiori oSS were killed, 
l-l.'i injtiretl and ISO buildings ra/.ed. 

Hokkaido escajied more fortunately 
thiin any ot the other provinces, its 
death roll containing but si.x nttmes, the 
itijnred numbering one less^ and only 25 
buildings being wrecked. 

The terrible total for these four small 
prefectures is at last advices thus 
brought to 25,1)83 deaths, 19, -170 wound- 
ed, and 0,608 houses destroyed. These 
figures are official but do not include 
those of Miyas province, where the 
Yomiuri asserts 14,970 are dead, 
8,020 injured and 4,686 buildings ruined. 
At the present writing 02,839 deaths by 
the wave are thus recorded, a greater 
fatality than that incidental to the re- 
cent war from its beginning to its end, 
taking the losses of both Chinese and 
Japanese info accouiit. And as though 
this terrible record was not suf- 
liciently ii])i)alling,the Yokoliaiiiadailiea 
on the very morning that the Braemer 
took her departure lor this port gave to 
their readers the followingdispatch from 
Matioka— an official telegram trans- 
ferred to the press by the Japanese 
authorities : 

"In this (Iwate) prefecture O.O.W 
buildings are gone, 22, ISO persons- 
perished, iinndreds are missing and 
l,'-'-l f were! injured. "In the Jvesen dis- 
trict one large town and eleven villages 
were utterly destroyed, C.OOO persons 
perishing and 1,-100 houses being swept 
away. In the district of Minami Ilei 
;ilM perished, 778 were injured and 1,654 
houses with 737 vessels were lost. In 
Higashi Hei district three towns and 
eight villages were overwhelmed, 5,627 
persons being drowned, 382 injured and 
l,23i) houses being deatroved. Full in- 
vestigation will probably double these 
figures." 

The Governor of Awamori supple- 
ments the -record of death with a dis- 
patch announcing 300 dead, 80 missing, 
143 injured, and 484 houses, hospitals 
and schools destroyed, lie also adds 
that the bodies of 150 persona from the 
Mainland have been cast aaliore on an 
isliind seven miles distant, wherestrange 
lo say not a person was lost. 

The wave apiiears to have devastated 
more than 3O0 miles of the coast line of 
northern .lapan, for even into 
llokkaitio it carried death, desola- 
tion and destruction. The most south- 
erly limit of ita ravages seems to have 
been just a little north of the famous 
archipeliigo of Matsushima. Had the 
wave infringed upon the coast to the 
south of Kinkasan it would have worked 
ruin among the towns and villages of 
this region— Ishinomaki, Shiagama, No- 
biru and others. But it missed the ))ro- 
montory and began its devastation with 
tho villnt!(>H of Onagawii and Okiu^lii, sit- 
uated across the neck of the peninsula. 
Thence to the northwanl its ravages 
may be traced by the rejiorts from 
Kesen-numa, Kamishi and other towns 
and liaraletH. The harbors of the de- 
vastated district ate stated to be the 
finest in all .lapan, and the fishing in- 
duati'y of which tliey were the seat is 
totally demoralized. Seventy thousand 
deaths is a terrible total, but there is 
little hope that the future will see it 
reduced.

Nanaimo 
lodge, h.O.L., lD7ti, aiul Wellington 
lodge, 161'J, have chartered s.s. Princess 
Louise for this purpose. 

William Loriiner, who has arrived 
from jVlberni, states that the outlook on 
Granite creek is exceedingly promising 
The tunnel on the Far West is 30 feet in, 
and the walls, so far, are all that could 
be desired. The road is now coiupletetl 
and in splendid condition. The ledge on 
the Starlight is being actively developed 
and work is proceeding on tlie Hannah 
property, wliii,h is owned l)y Victoria 
parties. New discovei-ies oi more or less 
importance are made at frecinent inter 
vals and the [dace is alive with men 
Mr. Loriiner bad not personally visited 
Mineral Hill this ti-ip, but was reliably 
informed that everything is in first-class 
shape on the Alberni Consolidated 
claims. On July 4 Jlr. Lorimer and his 
companions indulged in a little snow 
balling, while the warmth of the day 
made them gently perspire. 

REVELSTOKE. 
(From the Kooteiiuy Mail.) 
The weather for the past two weeks 
has been bo exceedingly warm that tlie 
creeks and rivers have risen rapidly. 
The Columbia at Revelstoke kept rising 
atoadily up to last Tuesday, when it was 
within Iti inches of its 1>S'J-1 mark 
which was the highest for many years. 
The water was iij) to the top of the brush 
mattress on the river bank, and near 
tilt! bridjje, both above ami below, was 
eluding the bank. Mr. Frastir's houst; 
on the west aide of the river was Hooded, 
and on Wednesday morning he and 
bis family bad to move out. The file 
cillewaet rose considerably and bankei 
up a dangerous jam against the railway 
bridge. On the main line, east of here, 
bridges were taken out by the creeks at 
Albert Canyon, Twin Butte and Six Mile 
creek, and trains were delayed two days. 
West of Revelstoke, the Eagle river was 
lieavily swollen, and between Grilfin 
lake and Sicaiiious there was nearly two 
feet of water on the tnu;k. The C.IM 
however, met all t he ilifiicul ties with great 
energy. On the south branch the third 
bridge from lieri! went out, one of the 
Montana Slough bridges, and trallic ia 
yet suspended. Tliia difliculty ia imM, by 
the steamer Naktisp coming up the river 
from Arrowhead and transferring ])as- 
seugers at this place. T^lie government 
bridge across the lllecillewaot was taken 
out, and one on the Big Bend trail about 
eleven miles from here. It is also re- 
ported that several places on the arm : 
Lardeau City, Hall's Landing and others 
are under water, and that it is up to the 
railway depot at Arrowhead. The 
bridge on Fish Creek is also said to he in 
danger.

The Montana company's j)ack train of 
20 animals was expected in by the mid- 
dle of the week and will be used for tak- 
ing in supplies and bringing out a test 
carload of ore. Should everything bo 
satisfactory the company will construct 
the wagon road from Sanca to the mines 
themaelves, beginning about August 1, 
and rushing it forward to completion. 

A bad forest lire is at present raging 
on Ten-mile creek, Slocan district, and 
has already done considerable damage. 
On Sunday night, at the Forks of the 
creek, a parly of prospectors who bad 
just arrived from Lemon creek built a 
caiii|) fire in a idle of brush, which, be- 
ing as dry as tinder, immediately got be- 
yond their control, and in a moment the 
timber was ablaze. The fire spread 
rajjidly to the North Fork, and ran up 
the mounlains to the north. Great fear 
is expressetl that it will clean out the 
whole creek and ruin hundreds of acres 
of fine timber.

TRAIL AND ROSSUND. 



Effect of Jiulj^meut in Paris Kclle 
Case— Important Strike ou the 
Taesday-Cllmax. 



Valuable Properties ou lloute Cristo, 
Red aiitl Wrouse Mountains 
—Salmon Klver. 



[From tho Rossland Miner.] 

If tlie concluHious of the Chiiif JiiRtioo 
in the Puria Pelle case are uphuKl by 
the full court, uvery claim located near 
RoSBlaiul since March LSilli, will be 
invalid. Of tlio 3,000 or more claiuis 
located on the Nelson & Fort Sheppa^d 
land grant since that date not one has 
given a bond to the frold coinmisgioner 
for damages. 1 lis deli nit ion of rock in 
place alno throwa a clomi on almost 
every claim in llie camp, as walla are 
not easily to be proved in mines in this 
seution, to say nothin;; of mere pros- 
pects. 

The No. 2 shaft in tlio Iron Mask is 
down about thirty feet below the No. ,'! 
tunnel, and is in solid ^100 ore. The 
showing is tho best over seen in this 
camp, and holds out liie (ironueo ihilt 
tho iron Mask may yet prove to be the 
biggest mine in tlie War Jiagle group. 

On Thuraday, Julv 16, the Miners' 
Union of Rosslund will hold its first an- 
nual picnic on the anniversary of the 
organizing of the union. 

A.force of fifteen men is building a 
thirteen-fcjol trail from tho month of 
Cultus creek on the NoIboii Fori Shep- 
pard railway to the head waters of Cham- 
pion (;reek. A trail will also be built up 
the north fork of Salmon ivor froai tho 
new aiding at the north fork. 

The Motile Crislo company placed an 
order with tho Ingeraoll-.Sergeant Drill 
Company of Canada for a seven-drill 
compressor plant complete to bo shii)|)etl 
in twenty days from receiplof the (ir(ler. 
The time ia up on July (i, but wu are in- 
formed that the inacliinory will be on 
tlio road beioro that date. 

Owners of claims on tlie north fork of 
Salmon river are beginning to do assess- 
ments. On the Arnold, Harry Hughes 
and partners have a shaft down 18 feet 
which shows 3 feet of galena and coijper 
ore which assays 30 ounces in silver, .i; 18 
in gold, 30 per cent, lead and o jier cent, 
cojiper. .lack I'hnpey has also got a good 
slio wing ol galena (Jii the lien Ilazeii. 
There are said to he 7 feet of good grado 
ore exposed. This section; is reiiorted 
to liave the l)eal showings as to value 
on the surface of any of tho uiulying 
camps ill the district. 

One of the most important strikes in 
the south belt this spring was made on 
the Tuesday-Climax last week. A veiy 
nice chute of lino ore, 18 inches wide, 
was opened up on the main ledge, aljout 
the centre of the claim, whioli lies about 
1,200 feet west of the Honiestako, and 
the charact«r of the ore is the same as 
that found on tliat property. Ata depth 
of 12 f^t it is still incrita-<ing in width 
and groA-ing better in quality and ap- 
pearance. 

The jirellmiiKiry surface work on the 
Knterprit^e is another evidence of the 
value ui the properties on Alonto Criato 
mountain. Two new ledges have- been 
ex-jiOHed by the jKist two weeks' work. 
The I'jn lerprise is one of the best unde- 
velo[)ed i)ro|ierlie8 in the heart of the 
camp and promises to makeagreatmiue 
before many iiiontha. 

The VValerloij camp is looking up and 
a great many new hxiations are luMiig 
made<.hvilv. The owners ol ibeOntario, 
a Trail and .Sj> ikane t;yiidicate, liave let 
a contract to .lohii Cr'imie fi.r a oO-foot 
tunnel. Clarence Tea>-dale has started 
work on the Apache uroup with a force 
of 'a<.b,ht men. Work had also started on 
the Waterloo group, which with the 
Apache is under bond to the Lillooet 
Company of London. A claim called 
the Finance, located two weeks ago, is 
said to have the best surface showing in 
the cam p. * 

The Helen company on Grouse moun- 
tain has ke])t at work st" idily since the 
middle of .laniiary '.vith a force (j[ live 
miners under the direction of A. M. Sy- 
mons. They have now got iheir shaft 
■down 3tl feet, showing four feet of free 
milling (juart.z which averages .f-'l) per 
ton in gokL They are driving a tunnel 
on tiie vein*7O0 lect lower down the hill. 
This tunnel is in li)0 fei^t, at which 
point an upraise for an air sliatt is ijeing 
made to connect with a bliaft beingsunk 
from the surface, which is in fine, high 
grade ore. The .^cine company, wliicli 
owns a group about one ami a half miles 
from the Helen, is making arrangements 
to open up its ground right away. This 
free uiilliiig prii|)();'ition shows on the 
surface a vein of Irom ]S inches to four 
feet in widtli. Keceiii assays from this 
claim run from ^lli to ■■fK.") in gold. The 
Knight Templar ccim|)any have started i 
a winze from llie end of tlieir liuiiiel, j 
which is in alidiit 75 feet. The m-e of 
the Knight Templar is more like tlu^ ore | 
of lied mountain, and already a bigljuily ' 
of Huli)hi<ie ore has been opened up. 'I'lu' 
Comstock company are dow n aliii\ii 
feet and have a fair Bhov.-itig of sulphide 
ore. 

Very good assays have been obtained 
lately from properties in tlie Deer Park 
camp. They run from $ld to $158 in 
gold invariably from surface ore. 

Work on the Wolverine on Lookout 
mountain, just west of the town of 
J'rail, has been started. OntheG. E. 
Sovereign they have uncovered four feet 
of solid ore, which is said to assay very 
satisfactorily. 

Tlie famous Ked Mouiil.ain mine has 
been incorporated with $ 1 ,(U)il,<)Oil (•a()i- 
tal, as the iJosBland-ited iMountain 
Afiiiing Company. It is one of the 
strongest linancially o[jeraling in this 
district, a.H it nuuihers aiiuuig its stock- 
holdorh a New Vortc syndicate repre- 
Honted in tho directorate bv Kdwin 
Packard, of Brooklyn, N.Y. Tho Red 
Mountain will be worked for all it is 
worth, not on the stock boards, but in tho 
•{round. Its present owners have al- 
ready opened it up on the surface sulli- 
ciently to prove the permanency of the 
main vein. A tunnel forty feet long on 
the vein has also been driven, wliich will 
tap the main ore body at a ileptli of liOO 
feet, 't'lio tunnel cut the foot-wall of 
the vein about ten feet underground, 
and has been in ore ever Kini:e. The 
face is now in ore, of wliicb about three 
feet ia crowding tho jiay limit v(!ry 
closely. Thcconiiiany is also oiiening 
up a ])arallel vein '.JOO'feot to tho north 
01 tho main vein.

EDUCATION IN SWITZERLAND. 

Great Zeal for Education— Reliiclous Tolera- 
tion Generally Manifested. 

[From the I<ondon Times.] 

A report from the British legation in 
l^erne, which has just been published by 
the foreign office, refers to the educa- 
tional pystein of Switzerland. Educa- 
tion there is encouraged and developed 
to a wonderful degree. Tlio gratuitous 
disti iliution of food and clothing to poor 
children in elementary schools is madi: 
when they liave hnig journeys to make, 
or wlien the weather in winter is very 
bad, and they have t'J remain during the 
middle of the day in s'chool. In reply to 
a lioverninenl circular on the subject, 
1,087 sciiools wished for assistance under 
tliisiiead;in eighty-nine schools some- 
thing was already done in this direction 
for the children ; and many were alto- 
gether opposed to it on the ground that 
in many cantons it was not required, and 
w as needed only for tnose in the moun- 
tain districts. 

The Swiss have not only shown great 
zeal for education, but also a great spirit 
of roligioua toleration in all that con- 
coriiri their educational system. In 
some cantons, where the )iopiila'ion is 
mi.xed I'rotestant and Catholic, religious 
instruction is given on a fi.xed clay and 
at stated hours, so that if parents wish 
their children to luivo nothing hut a 
secular education they can be ab.«ent 
during that time. Mixed schools also 
exist in some cantons, and are attended 
l)y children of both CDiumunions. 

These cannot be called secular schools, 
for in a canton like Zurich, for in- 
stance, wdiere Protestants are in the 
majority, a Roman Catholic child 
receives instruction in the elements 
of Ohristiantty, with readings from 
tlie Bible, with liis Protestant snhool- 
fidlows, Until he ia ten or eleven veins 
okl, when his special preparation for 
confirmation by his own pastor begins. 
This system also prevails in Si. <4all, 
where the Roman Catliolicis are almost 
donlile tlu? Protestants in number. 
Schoid administration, organization and 
instruction are in the hands of eacli can- 
ton, and elementary eibication is com- 
] ) u I s o ry eve r y w here. 

In IHlto the cost of education was 
about lOs. for each iiiliabitant, and there 
is about a similar amount per head of 
the pojiulation given in federal sub- 
ventions for educational jiurjioses. — 
London Times. 



LOCAL OPi'lON IN AUSTRALIA. 

In connection with the New South 
Wales system of local self-government, 
practical effect has been given, but not 
very successfully, to tho principle of lo- 
cal o]jtion. For many years there was a 
strong agitation in favor of local option, 
or the right of the* inhabitants of any 
district to control the licpior trathc in 
tliat distrii't, and on several occasions 
unsuccessful atlein])ts were made to leg- 
islate ujxjii the siiliject. In the year 
l.'^.Sl', however, an instalment of the prin- 
ciple was included in the licensing act 
then passed, wliich with an ami'minient 
niaile in the follnwiii';: year,isslill in foice. 
Tliese measures provide that in every 
municipality, <ir wai-d of a municipality, 
a local option vole shall be taken every 
three years, at the election for aldei - 
men. in which the ratepayers are [ler- 
mitted to vote either "Yes" or "No" 
on two ijuestions: (1) Whether any 
new publicans' licenfiea shall be granted 
durinii the coining three years in the 
inunicipality or ward in question; and 
(2) whether any removals of publicans' 
licenses shall be allowed within the 
tame pi-i-iihl. .\ inaidrily of over eleven- 
tweiit let lis of the vol es n iUed is reiiuired 
to make tin; vote operal i ve in the nega- 
tive. 'J'he ailvocate.-j uf local o|itiiiii are 
not coiiKMit with this [lartial ailoplion of 
the principli!; lliey urge its extension to 
every electorate in the colony, all per- 
8011H on the elei;'oral io\l to have the 
right to vote. Tliey further jjrojiose to 
place it in the p'lwer of a majontv ol the 
electora to siiy wlietlier licensed public- 
hiiuses shi.uM be MifTered to exist at all. 
The exlieiue advocates of local option 
even contend that women should have 
the right to vote upon the question as 
well as men, and that public-houses 
should he abolished without compensa- 
t ion to tlienci upantsorownta-s. Although 
tlie local option vote is Uikeii once in three 
yeara in every lyunicipality, or war<l of a 
mun ici pa lily, thi^ year when i I is taken ia 
not tlu; same in all. In the liO iminici- 
[lalities anil _,") wards where the \ le \v:\B 
taken during ISSIo, only -l.^li',) ..-lectora 
took t he troll iile to vote upon the lirst 
(lUest ion, and -I,:!',!') on tbn m-.coihI. TIk- 
liuiiiberof electors on the roll in the 
muiiicipalit ies and wards in (question 
was not less than ,':!'i.7;)0. it would there- 
fore appear that very little interest in 
the iinitler is taken except by tho ex- 
treme advocates of lemperaneu on the 
one hand and those intereH(««i in the 
drink trallic on the other, while the gen- 
eral public is apathetic on the subject.

The action taken by some of the mem 
bers of tlie City Council with rvapect tc 
Dr. I)iiui;an is ('liiiracteristit'. it 
siiow.s witli siirticientcle;iriit'ss tlmt tlit'se 
men when they luivo ;\ii object tu gain 
pay HO iittentiou to llie law beiiriiig on 
the aabject, diBregard evidence when it 
is not in favor of their schemes, 
have no respect for profession 
al knowledge and authority, and are 
deaf to the promptings of justice and 
fair play. 

Dr. Duncan was accused of what these 
alderniLMi were pleaseil to consitier ;in 
oil'L'ni:e. Ttiey could not sliow that the 
Mealth OflBcer had violated any law or 
contravened any authoritative civic reg 
ulation. On the contrary, the city by 
law, as was shown by the ^^ayor, jrave 
the Health Ollicer full discretiuii in the 
premises. 

.\nyoiiB wlio lias the Klitjliti'st experi- 
ence of judicial proceediiipiB, or who has 
the least regard for justice aiul fair play, 
must see the absurdity as well as the 
iniquity of putting an ofGciul on trial for 
au act whit'li a little inquiry wotilii show 
his persecutors is no olieiice at all. 
Moreover, Dr. Duncan ])rndtice(l profes- 
sional testiinoiiy of the highe-st ctiaracter, 
that of the Chairman of the I'roviucial 
Board of Health, and of an active and 
experienced member of the medtvul 
profession in this city. Dr. J. D. 
Helmcken, that in allowing the 
-suspect to le;ive the isolation hos- 
pital the Health Officer was not jruilty 
of even an act of imprudence. Yet the 
perseeuling aklernieu would not be aat- 
isiietl with either the law or tlie testi- 
mony. His Worship the Mayor told 
them that Dr, Duncan had not acted con- 
trary to the law, for aa a matter of fact 
the health by-law ^jave the iiiedieal 
health officer discretion in the matter. 
And they were informed by Drs.DavieaiuI 
J. D, Helmcken that " there was no risk 
of infection spreading as a result o( Dr. 
Duncan's action," Yet in the face of all 
this they pushed their resolution de- 
manding Dr. Duncan's resignation, to a 
vote. 

What makes the perseciiti(jn of the 
me<lical liealth oflic('r still more inii|nil- 
ons and more iihsiiitl, Ida perHL-ciitors, a." 
far aa the public have heard, never 
even attempted to prove that there 
was a case of smali-pox in the 
city. As a matter of fact, as we are 
credibly informed, there was not. 
What fzavc rise to the alarm and iiaiised 
one person to Ijc i.sulatod was an aoor;i- 
vateil CiiBc of chiitken-iMj.w 1 lore, then, 
is alderiiiiinic justice [tci'.ordiii;: tc) the 
dicta of Messrs. .Macinilhtn, .Marchant, 
Cameron, Wilson and Humphrey — con- 
demnation without law and against evi- 
dence and authority. 

The i;oii(liict of the Mayor in lliia case 
has been that uf iiii h(jn(,'Hl. and intelli- 
gent preaidiiit? olfu or :in(i ;i liijrh-niinded 
gentleman. It haj)|)ened that the only of- 
fence which Dr, Duncan conmiitted was 
against the Mayor personally. He some 
time previous to the election directed 
Dr. Dancan to run no risks but to' keep 
the suspects confined to the hos- 
pital. The Health Oflicer, as 
it nppcara, forgot this injunction, 
wtiicli was not authoriLiilive, 
and allowed the suspect to leave the hoa- 
pital for the purpose of polling his vote. 
A mayor who was not fair-minded and 
who was not above paltry personal con- 



and will no doubt get full credit for the 

oflicial integrity and personal high- 
niindcdness wliieh ho displayed. 

The Times, for some reason best known 
to its editor, porniitted ita jtack of acrib- 
bling curs to hark and snarl at the heela 
of Dr, Duncan, justified the absurdly 
iniquitous proceedings of the persecuting 
clique in the Council, and spitefully at- 
tacked the Mayor for manfully doing 
what every fnir-iniiuled citi.£eii niuat see 
was his duty under circuniatancea that 
to many would be difficult and to not a 
few paralysing. 

U^-CERTAINTY IN TRADE. 

The Jlontreal Star, which no doubt 
voices the opinions and the wiabea of a 
very large proportion of the businesa 
men ot the Dominion, is not by any 
means satisfied with Blr. Laurier's 
declaration that the Liberals are reforin- 
er.i, not revolutionists. In its issue of 
the oHlli ult. it has au article on the 
Lilieral leader's utterance, in which it 
gays : 

It is also stated that the new Govern- 
ment will abstain from making any 
tariir chaugeH during the comiiif; aession, 
on the itrouuil tluit it is desirable tliat 
Washington nhouhl tirst show its hand 
ou the tariff (piealion. Unfortunately 
for Canada, uncertainty as to coining 
tariir changes would be only a degree 
lea.s injurious to business generally than 
a revtuiiu? tarill' snch ;is deviistaled I he 
Uniteil .'states. The ellect of apjiointiip^' 
>Sir Kicliard Cartwriglit Minister of 
Finance and then postponing tlie period 
at which he will be lei loose among the 
factories might be to paralyze Canadian 
iiidnstriea by forcing manufacturers to 
fold their arms while their machinery 
was going to rust. Under such circum- 
slaiicea, Mr. Laurier's assurance tliat 
lie ifi a " refonuer '' and not a " rev(du- 
tioni^t " would be very conilortiag if it 
were only a little naire deliiiite. I'lilc-s 
Mr. Laurier is jirepared to iiuike a 
mcno definite annoiinceiuont of his tarill' 
policy thau liaa yet b.^en ninde it 
is not desirable to postpone his ro- 
torm wliich is nut revolution. His 
tariir amcndiiieiita may involve the lie- 
struction of some Canadian industries; 
uiu'LM iainty as to his intentions means 
the practical paralysis of all Canadian 
industries because no manufacturer will 
go on working in the dark-. Tlu^ I,ibei;d 
platform declares the policy of pi()t(H - 
tion to be radicallv uuhouihI, ;nid the 
Liberal leader has promised In wi|)e f>ut 
the last vestige of protect ion. In the 
face of such statements the vague as- 
surance that the Idberals are reform- 
ers and not revolutionists is not suf- 
ficient to encourau'o the investineii t i f 
capital or the niakint: of wares for future 
consumption. A knig periovl of uncer- 
tainly ine;uis slower ruin, if yon like it 
better, but it ultimately means bank- 
ruptcy to the C:inadian manufacturer 
and starvation to the Canadian work- 
man, 'i'he (lemon of indelinitenesa was 
a useful littledevil for ante-election pur- 
poses, but his usefulness is past. The 
new Congress will not be in a position to 
make tarifT changes until the antuinn of 
181)7, If uncertainty is to reign in Can- 
ada until then, it will not much matter 
what is (lone with the tarill'.

could not carry^jts tariff through Parlia- 
ment substantially as it was introduced 
it would resign and leave to another ad- 
ministration the responsibility of carry- 
ing it out. But the United Statea Gov- 
ernment knows nothing about resigna- 
tion. The House of Kepresentattvea and 
the Senate may be ooposed to the Presi- 
dent and bis Cabinet and may hamper 
them and thwart them in ahundrud ways 
and there is no remedy for such im anonia- 
loua atate of things, The President, it is 
true, may veto the bills pnbsetl by the 
House of Kopresentativea and this Senate, 
but they can pass a law over his veto, 
and, besides, a frequent esereiee of the 
veto power is not pleasant and not indi- 
cative of a healthy state of things in the 
reonblic. The Congreaa can make ap- 
propriations of which the Kxecutive 
tinea not aiijirove, but it is exceedingly 
difficult for the President to preventer 
even to check extravagant and injudi- 
cious expenditure. It is evident there- 
fore that it is not fair to hold the Ad- 
miniatralion of the L'nited States respcn- 
aible for the linancial atate of the coun- 
try in the sense and to the extent in 
which it is fair and in every way right 
to hold a British Administration 
responsible. It is natural for us, we 
suppose, to believe that the British sys- 
tem is the fairest and the best in every 
way. Americans, doubtless, do not 
think so; l)ut we believe neverttudess 
that our partiality for the British way 
is justified by reason and by experience.

The United States finances are not in 

a particularly healthy condition. The 
Government has been for some time 
ependiiig more than it has been receiv- 
ing. This year Congress, with its eyes 
open to the conseiiuences of itaact, made 
appropriations amounting to a very large i 
sum over and above the estimated rev- i 
enue. There was really no reason for 
this profuse exiKiiiditiire. The country! 
is in a condition of profound jieace, and 
there is no e.xt raordiiiary national dan- | 
ger to be providetl against. It is c;tliut- | 
lated that the deficits for the four years 
of the present administration will 
amount to the enormous sum of ,^175,- 
000,000, Then the Government 
has been forced to borrow 
large sums to prevent its reserve 
of gold running out. These gold liomis 
already aggregate .t.")00,(IOO, 1100, and it is 
more tlian probable that in the courae 
of the current year more gold bonds will 
be issued. It is believed that in order 
to enable the Government to redeem its 
paper with gold, the indebtedness of the 
nation will have to be increased at least 
auother^lOO, 000,001). This, with the $17.5,- 
000,001) delicits, will cause an iiicreasii to 
the country's 1 iitbilities dtiriiiLT the 
])reseiit administration of netirly .fSOO,- 
000,000. The San Francisco Call says 
that the change of the trade policy of 
the States — tb.e adoption of v.'hat pur- 
ported to bo a revenue tarill', but what 
was very far short of it— will cost the 
L'nited .Statea fully .$1 ,Oi)O,OJ0,0()O. 

It aeenia to ua to be hardly fair to 
the Cleveland :idininiHtr:ttiini re'sjionsi- 
ble for the present condition of tho 
United States finances. The adminis- 
tration under the Constitution of the 
United States has far leas to do with the 
fiscal polii;y of tho ntitiou than an 
adminiatrali(jn under the liritish Coii- 
Btitution. A British ministry has every- 
thing to do with the imjiosition of taxes 
and the framing of the tarill'.

It ia there- 
fore perfectly right to hold it responsi- 
ble for extravagance or financial mis- 
management of any kind. But the 
administration of the United States has 
very little to do i;oinparati vely with 
the nation's money inattera. The 
Wilson-Gorman tarill' for example 
wag a very different one from the 
tariff which the Democrats introduced 
and which Mr. Cleveland and bis Oabi-

Freigliter Ever in Port. 



TiiK annual meeting of the Slough 
Creek Mining Co., in which a number of 
prominent Victorians are interested, 
was bold a day or so ago inTacoma, 
when the old board of officers was, with 
two exceptions, again electinl to direct 
the allairs of the company.

Her Carrying Capacity Over 
(),00() Tons. 



l-:xce^ptiiig the Sliathnevis, the steam- 
ship Braemer, of the .X-irthern I'acilic 
line, which was yesterday in port, is the 
largest freighter that has ever been in 
Northern Pacilic waters. In size there 
is very litth; dill'erenco between the two 
steaiushii)S, but in regard to construc- 
tion ami e(iuii>ment the llraemer has 
very greatly the advanta^'e. On the 
voyage to this port she averaged 11 knots 
from Yokohama, and a steadier vessel 
never rode a soa. She is furnished with 
bilge keels which <;ive the vessel an 
eiiuilibriiini that is seldom, if ever, 
interfered with, and adds greatly to 
comfort in travelling on her. "Plie trip 
to Victoria was ijuito uneventful until 
jiort was almost reached. Then a Jap- 
anese passenger, who had been suH'ering 
with liiug troulile, passed away while 
his fellow-countrymen were undergijin 
cinaraiitino inspection.

Chinese on board, and

ties. The Braemer brouulil as cargo 
■l,'MO tons of tea to bt; di.-charged :it Ta- 
coma, and MO tons of general freight to 
be landed here, including 100 tons of 
sul[)hur for the Victoria Chemical 
Works, The work of handling the 
freii;ht hero was done very quickly, 
Stevedijre York and his men being just 
six hours at the task, establishing what 
tlu'V describe as an uniireceilented re- 
cord. Although the L.^Oi) tons brought 
bv the vessel is a big cargo for any ordi- 
nary vessel it iloes not by any means in- 
dicate the liraenier's lull carrying caiia- 
city. Thiit is only measured liy a 0,000- 
ton cargo, or thereabouts. On lliesleam- 
er's last tri|i she carried to .Vew 
York from .lapan I'l.lOO tons 
of tea. The Braemer has only made 
four trips since her cou'^triict ion was 
completed at Sunderland in .laiiiiary of 
last year, these being from Glasgow to 
Japan and from Japan to Xew York 
twice. On her return to Yokohama 
from her third voyage she was cbartereil 
by the Xortbern Pacific c-onipany for 
two round trips, and may pos.silily con- 
tinue longer in the service. She is what 
is known as sjiiir decked, is brii; rigged, 
and is nrovided with ainio.-t every coii- 
i-eivable modern improvement. Her 
ventilators are all adjnslalile, In-r 
anchors ariMif the stockless kind, and 
her gearinu' thnnigliout i.- of the latest 
design. Five veiy jiowerfiil and almost 
noisidess steam winidies lie on lii'r steel 
decks, while for receiving freight, there 
are four lartie hatcliways and ei;.'ht cargo 
ports. Wall such facilities as these the 
teiUiiahip was able to break a reciu'd for 
loading cargo at Yokohama by taking on 
board in one day 1,600 tons of freight. 
A large chart room and pilot house are 
situated well forward, and lihese are pro- 
vided not only with some excellent de- 
vices of the captain's own invention, but 
are furnished with all the latest aids to 
naviualioii. They are finished in bard 
woiid — walnut a;.d ash — ;iiid from tlieir 
(devated position ii comiiiaiidiiig view is 
obtained. At the extreme stern of the 
ship are the otlicers' (|ii,irt"rs and jnis- 
seiiger beiths— all large and nicely furn- 
ished. Only one of these latter was oc- 
cupied on t he last voyage, -uid tliathy 
Mr. B. Spain, a British Columbian, 
who has heen in the t)rient doing 
business for a Toronto lirni. 
The vessel's dimensions are as t'ollows : 
Length, 343 feet; lieam, -II feel; and 
depth of hold, 28 feel. Her engines are 
400 nominal h.p,, and her machinery is 
thoroughly up to dale. Purser INIoore, 
tho only Victorian on her, was formerly 
on the ilankow, and is the only old em-

In my 
proposed eourse my colleagues all eon-

The protetrtionist principU' undonbt- 
edly obtained a victory at tbc jiolls. The 
knowledge of Ibr wonderful suci'csH oi 
(jreat I'rilain in devclopiiiL; licr trade 
and eotmiiercc under ihi' opposite sys- 
tem, and the sad results ol tlie allenipt 
by the United States to carry out a pro- 
tectionist policy, as exhibited in the 
ruinoua state of their shi|)jiing and man- 
ufactures, and the growth of a commu- 
nistic feeling were aliki! ilisregarded. 
"Under these cireuniHtanei'a the jirojier 
course would probably be for the gov- 
ernment to meet i)arliainei)tut the earli- 
est possible niouicnt in order that no 
time should be lost in giving effect to a 
policy tlie country had approved of. 
We felt, however, that it would be un- 
pleasant to re.nain in ollice after 
ascertaining that therc^ was no proba- 
bility of the jiolicy of the govern iiiiMit 
lieing sustained bv the new '.louse.

"Full Details of the Scheme to Rob the Mia 
ority Stockholders." 

I 
The Miner has just learnt from a reli- 
able ipiarter full details of the Gold Hill 
swindle. It, a|ipearK that at the last 
meeting cjf tlio directors in Spokane, after 
some routine business had been attend- 
ed to, the question o£ selling the mine to 
defray the indebtedness, amounting to 
about !|!400, was taken up. I'ropositions 
for tlie bonding of the iiroiiertv from 
Gen. Chas. S. Warren for ^10,1)00, $1,") 
000, or $20,00t), at terms of Ii, t), or 1 
months rejpectively, were i-ead and 
promptly rejecteil. .\ proposition from 
the presiileiu's brother to luirchase the 
tuiiic lor i^l,'i.")() cash was then read ;uid 
accepted. N. 11. liuckler, the .secretary of 
the company, alone voting no. 

A liill fif sale already prepared was 
then ])rodnced and signed hy the ])iesi- 
dent. Secretary I'nckler refused to sign, 
and in his indignation made the mis- 
take of his life. Had he only gtooil 
" pat " the consijirators would lias'e 
been foiled, as the hill of sale would 
have been invalid without the secrc 
tary's signature. He made the fatal 
error, however, of resigning and leaving 
the meetiuL'. 1 1 is resignation w a 
promptly accepted, and an adjourn inent 
taken to ilu? law oflice of .lones. Belt iV 
• Jiiiim. Here a well-known police olliccr 
in Spiikaiie, "Long" Sullivan, was 
elected sei-rtdary, :iud the hill of sale 
signed, sealed and delivered in due (jr- 
der. 

Al this time a short history of the 
mine may he of interest. It was owned 
originally by Ed. Welch, who worked it 
in the winter of and spring of '".).■>. 
He sunk a abaft near the south end line 
to a depth of 06 feet. It showed a good 
body of ore for the first 12 or 16 feet, 
after which nothing but vein matter was 
found. From the ore on the surface a 
shiptnent was made lotheTaooma smel- 
ter which went.'fi'ii in gold. When work 
shut down, however, Ed. Welch wa.a 
.^iiUO short and thai amontit stood as a 
lien against the prc.ipertv. 

In the sjiring ot 'H.'i the mine was 
visited liy many exerts, none of whom 
succeeded in coming to terms with tin 
owntn-. In the early summer R. T 
Daniel, of .s^pokane, took hold of it and 
organized a company with $,')l)(l,UOU capi- 
tal to work it. I'nder his management 
a drift was rtin on the vein to the north 
from the bottom of the shaft, which 
practically detiionstrated that the ehaft 
Inul been sunk thri.mgh the end of the 
ore chute, which was dipping to the 
north. About 100 feet north on the vein 
a second shaft was put down 15 feet, 
which showed about 12 feet of ore aver- 
aging about $(') per ton. 

By this time Mr. Oaniel was satis- 
tied there was an or(! chutt! in the 
ground worth going after, so he began a 
crosscut tunnel to tap the vein about 800 
feet deep. rn<ler his management and 
that of the board of directors who sohi 
the jnojierty, the tunnel was run in 
over -100 feel , iiiuil now it is within 10 to 
25 feet of the vfdn, with every evidence 
in tlie face of being close to a good ore 
chute. It was at this juncture that the 
mine was sold for $l,2,'j0, to satisfy a 
$400 debt. 

It is a precious good thing for the con- 
spirators that tliey are not residents of 
liritisb Columbia or they would now be 
in jiiil at Kootenay on their way to the 
))enitentiaiy, and as it is the parties 
who signed the bill of nale had better 
keep out of Rossland, The fact that the 
Spokane papers, which pretend to take 
such an interest in mining, liave had 
nothiiiL' to say about the swindle is con- 
strued here to indicate that thoy were in 
with the game. I 



The Inyestigatiou Into Aid. Mac- 
millau's Cliarges Against the 
Fire Sopartment Qpened. 



After a Three IIoiu's' Sitting; the lU' 
quiry Adjourns to Another 
Day. 



The investigation into Aid. Macinil- 
lairs charges against the fire depart- 
nieiit in connection with tlie McClarty 
lire was opened last night, and proved 
Boiiiewhat long-winded, for only the few 
witnesses which Aid. Macmillan called 
were examiiietl. Chief Deasy's defence 
of the brigade being deferred to a day to 
be lixed. Of the city council there were 
present only Mayor Beaven, in the 
chair, and Aid. Wilson, Partridge, 
1 1 umplirey , ( ilover tiiid Macmillan, the 
liist-muned acting as prosecutor, while 
Chief Deasey conducted the defence. 

Aid. iMacmillan's charges as written 
out, by hiniseh uie : 

'■ I comiihiin that at the lire which 
took place on tin; morning of , I tine -2 at 
the corner of Leightoii road and t'ad- 
lioro I'.ay road, the lire department did 
not come on the groiuul with proper 
lirom Illness ; t hat not sutlicient lire ap- 
paratus was brought on the ground; 
that a telephone message sent to the 
central fire hall for help met with a re- 
fusal: and that a gentleman who ilrove 
in a hack to the central fire hall to ap- 
prize the fire deparlmeiitof the fire com- 
plained of having received discourteous 
treatment." 

The lirst witness called was Mr. A. 
McClarty, u ho in ell'ect stated that after 
he had got his familv out of the liurniiii; 
house he had rr(|iiested a hack driver to 
send in an alarm. He diil not know 
how loniT the department was in coming 
and he diil not think that after they 
reached the lire the lirenieii could have 
iloiie any more than they did as his 
iiouse was past saving and efforts could 
only be made lo save the stable and ad- 
joining houdc. • 

Mr. C. II. Wilkinson stated that be 
had been in the hack when he heard M r. 
McCvlarty naked the driver to send in an 
alarm. As the witness did not know 
where theiv w:is a box he ortlered the 
hackman to drive as rapidly as iiossihle 
to the Yates street sttition. Ho then 
asked a li reman in the hall to turn out 
the engine, and was aiiswered that the 
lire was outside the city limits. This 
the witness contradicted and the lire- 
man said he had sent for the chief, hut 
refused to hitch up when ordered by 
witness. jMr. Wilkinson annoyed al 
this wanteil to use the station telephone 
to call up the .Mayor but was refused. 
He went out for the purpose oi tele- 
phoning from some other place, but did 
not as the hackman told him the chief 
had been summoned. He started back in 
the hack to the fire and the reel passed 
the carria(;e at Leighton road. He con- 
aidered his treatment at the fire hall to 
have been discourteous. He did not 
think that in any event the house could 
have been saved. 

The next witness was Mr. C. MoMiinn 
the night telepfione operator. He had 
heard the lire de|)artnient call up the 
chief anil report the tire, and five or ten 
minutes later an alarm came over .Mil. 
Macmillati'a teletilione. AVitness re- 
peated this to the central lire hall and 
was answered that the chief had already 
left for the lire. No one at the central 
lire hall refused over the telephone to 
turn out the aiijiiiratus. He was sure of 
this as all communication by telephone 
witli the fire department had to be made 
through bin) at night. 

II. Matthews, the back driver, saiil 
that when he got to the lire hall he 
told Bush that the lire was inside the 
city liinils and was answered that it was 
outside. Mr. Wilkinson had then gone 
inside the lire hall tuid witness did not 
hear what passed. .\s he drove .Mr. 
Wilkinson hack to the lire the Chief's 
liu^'gv )>assed the hack somewhere he- 
lore Cook street was reached, but the 
hose cart did not pass them till Leigbloii 
road. He drove at a pretty brisk gait. 

S. W. Edwards, who liveil close to the 
lire, went to help at five minutes past 
one, and it was some time afterwards, 
orohably 25 minutes, before the firemen 
arrived. He did not think the firemen 
brought eiioULdi apparatus with them. 

Aid. Macmillan was then sworn and 
slated that when he reached the lire 
McClarty said lit! fiad just sent in an 
alarm by a hack. Witness telcphoiieil 
then from his own house an alarm to 
the central, and thought the operator 
had connected him with the central lire 
hall. He heard distinctly a voice, not of 
the teleplioiu^ o[ieralor, say ; " No, it's 
outside the city limits," and was under 
the impression that it came from the 
central lire hall. His impression was 
that pttii of .McClarty's house miglit 
have been saved if the firemen had ar- 
rived promptly. As near as he could 
judge it was 25 minutes from 
the time he was at the 
telephone before the brigade arrived. 
He did not think that there were enough 
lirenien, as he saw only four; and Ik; 
did not think that one hose reel was 
Hullicient a|>pai;Uiis to bring; the chem- 
ical engine should Inive been brought 
and Home ladders. 

As it was nearly eleven o'clock it was 
deciided to adjourn to a dateto be fixed 
for hearing tin' evidence on behalf of 
the fire department.

The Grand GUallenge Cnp Taken by 
the Conquerors of 
Yale. 



Hardest Race Ever Seen at lleuley 
—Both Crews Terribly 
Exhaiisled, 



Hkni.i;v-o.n-Tha.\ii:s, July 8. — After a 
Boniewliat noisy night, tlio second day's 
rowing opened hot and humid, with a 
variable breeze. The course presented 
the same animated crowd and scene. 
There was a marked absenceof Yale and 
Anuu-ican colors which were so con- 
H|)icuou8 yesterday. On all aides were 
heard expressions of regret at the defeat 
of Yale. The members of the Yale crew 
are all well and occupied seats on the 
granil stand, where they were the ob- 
jects of iiiucli iiiteri;st and the recipients 
of much hearty sportsneuilike fiympathy. 
Then" was considerable excitement w hen 
l.eander and New Ccdlege made for the 
starting line in the liftli heat for the 
Grand Challenge cup, and this increased 
w hen the crews got away, ijeander had 
Bucks station and won by half a length. 

Both boats got awtiv proiujitly, with 
the two crews rowing a tremendous 
stroke of over 43. New College shot 
ahead on clearing the island, and had a 
lead of a (piarter of a length. At the 
end of a minute New College AVas clear 
oi Leaiider aiul dropped to a 38 stroke, 
while Leaiider, with a desperate look on 
their faces, were pulling at-i'_'. "They've 
got it," said the Leaiuior's coach in the 
launch. " We're beaten." This turned 
out to he a false alarm, for the Lean- 
ders, li'd bv t.iold, who was ]nilling a 
mat'iiilicent stroke, began to sknvly over- 
liaul the New College men. Fawley 
Court was reached at 3:20 with New Col- 
lege still leading, but steering wild and 
evidently in trouble. At the nieadows 
the two boat.'j were even, and at the mile 
Leander was leading by two men. 

Ntnv College, however, would not give 
up and it looked like a desperate finish. 
Just at that point the wind, which all 
through the race had been blowing 
strongly from the southwest, came in 
strontr gusts, fairly stopping the Now 
Ct)llege boat. Leander won the hardest 
race ever seen at Henley. Time — 5;l-i. 
Leander"B coach on the iainich Raid 
to the coach of New College: 
" Well, old man, it can't be heljieil. 
It was the station which did it. 
You had the rai:e won but for that. 
Both crews were terribly exhaust- 
ed. Dawson, oi the New College crew, 
tumbled over and was completely done 
up. The I^eanders were in little bet- 
ter condition. Gold held <jii to his oar, 
but did so with his liead back, and it 
was a long time before he could get liis 
breath. In the opinion of experts, if 
Yale rowed under the conditions which* 
prevailed to-day they would have won, 
as Bucks station was' worth at least two 
lengths. 

In the fifth beat for the diamond 
sculls, Hon. K. Guinness, holder of the 
trophy, l«;at Vivian Nii^kalls. Dr. Mc- 
Dowell, of Chicago, the A merican cham- 
pion, was outclassed anil was defeated 
etisily in the sixth heat by Betuitiioiit.

Trinity Hall 
beat the Kingston Rowing Club. 

In the first heat for the Visitors' Chal- 
lenge cup, Magdalen College beat Trinity 
College. 

In the fifth heat for the Ladies' Clial- 
lenge plate, Baliol College beat Emman- 
uel College. 

In tlie tliird heat for theThamesChal- 
lunge cup Molesey Boat Club beat the 
Thames I-!owing Club. 

In the lirst heat for the silver gohlets

oars, Xew CollcL'e, Oxford, had a walk- 
over.
